Miy attention has been called to Mrs. Swiss- 
helm’s Letter to Country Girls contained in the 
Post of May 26th last, in which she gives direc- 
tions for various dyeing. Ome preparation she 
wears is indigo and oil of vitriol, and she omits 
gving the necessary caution in mixing said arti- 
cles. She says, «Get an apothecary to pet pel- 
verized indign and oil of vitriol into a bottle— 
three ounces of the vitriol to one of indigo. The bet 
tle should not be more than one-third filled, for it 
sometimes ferments.” Now, we would hardly 
find a person, who was not a practical chemist, 
(and few of the country people are, yes, toe few,) 
whe would expect any thing intricate of danger- 
ous im mixing seid articles as above; whereas, it 
Fequires extreme caution in making said com- 
pound. Dyers usually add the pulverized indigo 
in smal! quantities at a time, to the vitriel, in an 
open glass of earthen vessel, stirring in the mean- 
tame ; and after the chemucal action ceases then bot- 
tle for use. This action is sometimes intense, suff- 
cient to burst a bottle, or at least te force out the 
cork or stopper with the mixture with amach velo- 
city, endangering the eyes, skin, and clothing of 
all within the room, and also injuring the farni- 
cure, curtains, carpets and other fixtares thereof. 
The intensity of this action probably depends on 
the variable composition of vitriel and imdigo as 
found in the shops. 

I have, at the present date, four patients under 
treatment for injuries sustained from the fying out 
of the cork of a bottle in which said compound 
was being made. Three are young ladies and one

Nothing requires more caution than the par- 
chase of horses; and we give the following hints, 
which are extracted from the excellent volume 
* On Horses,” ished by the Society for the 
Diffsion of Useful Knowledge :— 

ln the purchase of a horse, the buyer usually 
receives, imbodied in the receupt, what is termed

properties which all intelligent culturists very 
readily appreciate. .
